An Act further to amend the Press and Registration of Books 
Act, 1867. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows; — 

1. This Act may be called the Press and Registration of Books Short 
(Amendment) Act, 1968. title. 
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2. In section 5A of the Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867, 26 of 1867. 
for the words, brackets and figures “after the expiry of a period of 
two months fropi the date of commencdrilfeht of the Press and Regis¬ 
tration of Books' (Amendment) Act, 1903 unless hetore thfcl expiry'of 
that period”, at l»tl^,ihe places ifrHere they occur thfcl'wojrdfi, ijguifes* 
and letters “after the 81st day of December, 1968, unless befofe the 
expiry of that datp” shall be, and shall be ddetiaed alwaya to haw 
been, substituted.
